“responsible.” We do object toa policy 
of non-action on the part of elderly and 
leading citizens,like Judge Collier. The 
primarv election plan has been adop. 
ted by the party authorities; it is con- 
fessedly sound in principle; and we 
therefore claim that it should command 
the aid of all citizens to the end that 
measures may be adopted that will 
keep it free of abuses. The true way 
to secure good results is to take a hand 
in the methods selected.

Coffee ne i: the South. 


According to tbe report of the bureau 
of commerce and navigation, the con- 
sumption of coffee in the United 
States in 1872 was 239,735,839 pounds 
at a valueation of $26, 140, 339, o larg 
er portion, 194,218 511 pounds 15 55 
from Brazil, The large sums which we 
pay annually bling! in little or no recip- 
rocal retarns, and it is proposed ‘that 
we shall devote attention to the culture 
of the berry in our gulf states. Coffee 
derives its name from Kaffa, a district 
in southern Abyssinia, Where it grows 
wild and has been in use since remote 
times. The plant grows at an altitude 
as high as 6,000 feet above the sea level, 
and thfives in warm situations upon 
slopes of hills, easily drained,’ but will 
not flourish where the thermometer is 
below 55 degrees, and the coffee pro- 
dueing belt of the world lies between 
the isothermal lines of latitude 25 de- 
grees north and 30 degrees south. There 
is a cold season in Abyssinia from 
October to February, with a mean tem- 
perature of 58 degrees, and the soil pro- o 
duces barley, wheat, maize, cotton and 
sugar. In eorgia and Alabama in the 
south western section of one and the 
suutheastern of the other, is a soil that 
produces all of these as readily as in 
Abvssinia and would, no doubt, grow 
coffee. The effort to establish the cul- 
ture of coffee in California is making 
headway, and if the crop gets fairly 
established there, it will become in a few 
years a great and permanent interest. 
Tbe same thing can be done on the At- 
lantic coast.

By the plan as at present practiet d you 
have the elections held and the r pre- 
sentatives and county offers c.:vsen 
and that, too, without any of the checks safe 
guards, or penalties prescribed by law, for the 
curing of fair eiec ions, or for We preserva- 
don of the purity of the ballvt or ballot box 

This plan, with all its vorruptions, abuses and 
multitudinozs frauds as heretofore practiced in 
this county, finds an adyocate, or at least an 
apologist, in t e person of the editor of one of 
the leading democratic papers published at the 
capital of the state. 

You, Mr. Editor, wilt pardon me if I express 
an unwillingness to advocate, or apologise for, 
the practical workings of such plan, or for ex- 
pressing an unwillingness to accept or hold 
office under elections thus held, for, remember, 
we are treating nominations made under these 
primary elections, as elections. This diecussion 
is proceeding’ upon the admission that they are 
elections, or equal to elections. 


By looking a little into the history of the past, 
you will find that our foreiathers laid great 
stress upon the importance and necessity of pro- 
viding ways and means for the protection and 
prevervation of the purity of the baliot and the 
ballot-box. Doubtless all right thinking people 
to this day belicve that nothing is so well e leu 
lated, uncer our form of government, to pre- 
serve and pe: petuate the liberties of the people 
as that of the parity of elections. 

Indeed, so must have thought our legislators 
in the better days of the republic, foras far back 
as the year 1801, they provided penalties for ille- 
gal voting Indeed, farther back than that, to- 
wit, on the lith day of February, 1799. They 
prescribed an oath to be atiministered to those 
whose right to vote was questioned. They pro- 
vided penalties and prescribed for their en- 
forcement agaiust superintending magistrates, 
or officers whose business it was to superintend 
such elections, for making fals? returns. 80 
careful were they of the rights of the people in 
that day, and for the purity of elections, that 
they prescribed penalties against any one who 
sbould influence or eideavor to influence or 
persuade any voter not to vote as he first deter- 
mined or intended, or shou'd take any undue 
means to obtain votes. The parties so offend- 
ing were require? to rorfeit and pay one hun 
drei dollars. If it was a justice of the peace that 
so offended he was disqualiflod from serving in 
the commission ofthe peace. If a candidate, to 
be incapacitated for serving iu the place or post 
for which he was elected. The provision above, 
applicable to superintendents of elections and 
justices of the peace, hus been kept up to this 
day, and are now to be found in 
section 1,292 of the now code of Georgia. 
The other provision as to candidates has been 
dispensed with, and in the stead thereof, the 
member of the legislature el.ct, is required to 
take an oath to support the constitution of the 
United States and of this state, and in addition 
thereto, toswear ‘ that he has not practised any 
unlawful means, directly or indirecsly, to pro- 
cure his election, and that he has not given, or 
offered, or promised, or caused to be given, or 
offered, or promised to any person, any money, 
treat, or thiug of value, with intent to affect 
any vote, or to prevent any person from voting 
at the election at which he was elected.“ Many 
persons had better have the old penalty of dis. 
qualification to serve after election enforced 
than to have to take that oath. 


Later in the day, to-wit, in the year 1833, the 
legislature made illegal voting a 
felony, and punished the illegal 
voter when convicted with imprisonment 
at hard laborin the penitentiary for a term of 
years. I have referred to these things for the 
purpose of showing the legislative will for these 
many long years upon this ubject. 


Now if our people through the:r er presenta- 
tives in the legislaiure, in the better days of the 
revublic” thought it necessary to provide as far 
as they could by oaths and penalties for pre- 
serving and perpetuating the purity of elec- 
tién , how much more careful ought we to be, 
in these degenerate days, in relation to the same 
subject, and has not time demonstrated the 
wisdom of their course?
